They may even sell the public on the projwsitlon 
that inflation fan be stopped ccid by the price con­ 
trol measures already taken, plus steps to relieve the 
public of “ex tis buying power.’’ This would be a re­ 
markable stroke of work 
Until it has been carried 
off successfully, however, part of the public is going 
to continue to wonder what would happen lf, after 
step:, to care for the excess buying power had been 
taken, the politicians who refused to face the realities 
of ris ng farm prices and wage rates were to re.allze 
they had made a serious miscalculation and inflation 
was getting a head start. 
It has been proved beyond reasonable doubt that 
governments can control inflation lf they have the 
courage to tackle all the sources.
